‘THE PROPOSED INTERIM DEVELOPMENT BY-LAW IS T0 BE MADE PURSUANT TO AND WILL ADOPT THE PROVISIONS 
OF THE INTERIM DEVELOPMENT ORDER OF THE TOWN OF ST. ALBERT WHICH WAS MADE BY THE MINISTER OF 
MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS ON THE 9TH DAY OF JANUARY, 1963. 

THE PURPOSE OF THE BY-LAW IS TO CONTROL DEVELOPMENT WITHIN THE MUNICIPALITY UNTIL THE GENERAL

ALBERT, AT WHICH OBJECTIONS 10 THE PROPOSED INTERIM DEVELOPMENT BY-LAW MAY BE MADE. WRITTEN 
SUBMISSIONS WILL BE REQUIRED, ADDRESSED TO THE SECRETARY-TREASURER, IN ADVANCE AT LEAST 72
